sons and organizations in this country, 
i sort of reaction against further edu- 
cation progress, particularly at pub- 
lic expense. Even from educators, 
for the most part from those who are 
connected with educational foundn- 
lions supported by endowments given 
by men of great wealth, has come 
the cry that too much 
money and 


time are being spent on education. 
Organizations of taxpayers are be- 
ginning to voice the same sentiment. 
An association of taxpayers' associa- 
tions in western states, meeting In a 
western city last year, published in 
the account of Its proceedings several 
articles seeking to convey the impres- 
sion, that less time oilght to be devot- 
ed to education in this country nnd 
less money upon it at public expense. 


"Associated with the charge 
that 


education is costing too much, there is 
also the charge that the kind of ed- 
ucation that people are receiving in 
thin country is not properly . fitting 
them to take the places in the social 
and economic organization that they 
arc- restined to occupy. The idea of 
those who voice this sentiment ap- 
pcarr. to be that education should be 
more narrowly restricted than it now 
is to training people for specific jobs. 
The opinion of trained educators, on 
the other hand, who 
are 
always 


rludying educational problems, is just 
the opposite. 
Our 
civilization 
is 


changing so rapidly that a man who 
is thoroughly trained for one par- 
ticular kind of job this year may find 
next year that his job is gone and 
that his specialized training docs not 
fit him for anything else. What the 
educational leaders of the nation are 
seeking is 'a kind of education that 
will make men adaptable to changing 
ccnditions in the economic and social 
structure. 


"Mr. Henry Ford is the latest ex- 


ample of a prominent man who ap- 
pears to have reached the conclusion 
that the -education of the country is 
all wrong. Incidentally, in thinking 
of Mr. Ford, one is reminded of the 
statement of a great philosopher to 
the cfcct that a man who is a rare 
genius in some one particular thing 
usually displays the greatest ignor- 
ance with regard to anything outside 
of his own particular line.

ton in Hempstead. county, The fol- 
lowing

standing of Rbwden 40 or Arkansas 
Rowdcn cotton with reference to oth- 
er varieties which were tried out by 
the Experiment Statlbn is given as 
one of the main reasons why so 
much emphasis Is being placed on 
this cotton. 


The cotton Branch Experiment Sta- 


liin of the nivcrstty of Arkansas be- 
gan its-Work in 1926. Each year since, 
the station has carried on an exten- 
sive test of cotton varieties, making 
p. total of four years. From 59 to 69 
diferent varieties and strains of var 
rielies have been tested each year, 
including all varieties of any impor- 
tance in the state. 


When we average the standing of 


varieties for the four years we find 
that there are a few varieties which 
stand consistantly near the lop of the 
list. This short list includes one or 
more strains of Rowden, Acala, Ar- 
kansas 17 (Express), D. and P. L., 
Miller,- Wilson. Type Big Boll and 
Dixie triumph. Of course, there is 
p. gradual decline as we take in a 
large number of varieties. 


Tests conducted on delta land show 


Delfos,.Arkansas 17 (Express) and D. 
and P. L. No. G among the best va-' 
rieties. 


Rowden 40, which is the Rowden 


strain bred up by the Experiment 
Station, was used as a check. This 
giod strain is one of the very best of 
all strains of cotton for all Central 
and South Arkansas, except the heavy 
delta soils where Delfos and Express
